the 


abolition of this nefarious system under 
which a candidate, be he ever so competent 
and ever so popular, has little chance of se- 
curing a nomination unless he has a ''bar- 
rel' ' from which to draw to pay the ex- 
penses of delegates in his interests. 


The safety of true Republicanism lies in 


the insuring to the masses their right to ex-

William G! llowell was pres- 
ent to represent llie company, who raised an 
objection lo that part of bectioii two, which 
reads that no polos fahnll bo erected or tices 
cut ou any premises without Iho consent of 
the owner.

the Street committee is to decide the point of 
location. 
Tlic company argue thai w ithoul 


this amendment some 
arbitrary owners 


might refuse to allow any poles to bo creeled 
upon their premises, which would grciitly 
effect the completion of tho system. A mo- 
tion was made to havo the section amended, 
but was lost on the call of the yeas aud nays 
and the section ^ns therefore adopted as or- 
iginally piesouted. Tho company also stren- 
uously objcoted to section nine which rends 
that the borough is to be piovided with llie 
free use of two telephones connedcd with the 
general circuit for their own ubc exclusively 
and located in the pumping station and Boi- 
ough Hall, which council claims could be 
used to great advantage in case of fiio.

tho Home company intends to extend its 
service very geuerally in the vaiious bor- 
oughs of the county, they concluded that if 
this privilege was granted to one place, they 
could not well refuse iu another, and taking 
all places together they could not ailoid the 
expense. As no agioeuieut could be reached 
ou this section the ordinance wait laid over 
until next meeting. There are two telegraph 
and telephone companies that have erected 
poles and strung wires in Uio past iu the 
borough without asking peiraiBsion. 
Un- 


doubtedly these companies have violated the 
law, and can, therefore, be held solely liable 
for whatever injury their property may in- 
flict. Tho Homo Company, therefore, think 
that council is treating them a little severely.

The Flag Now Waves. 


A few minutes alter four o'clock on last 


SattuUay afternoon a beautiful new I 
10x16 feet, was given to the breeze from the 
leot'ntly eueted pole on lop of the mansioi 
house of Hie Allemania Vcrein. It is said 
the ceicmonies of the occasion were the first 
of a public nature since 1801, when the 
borough's flag was hoisted at the junction of 
Mill and Ridclitt'e stieots. 
A large crowd 


was present ittSfttuiday's ceiemonies. The 
club house was*decorated with fla"s and 
bunting anil Chinese lanterns. 


A platform, also tastefully decorated, had 


been erected for the occupancy of the speak- 
ers, membu'3 of the Council and invited 
guests. 
Thu guards of H Clay ISeatty Post, 


No. 73, G. A. R., who weie driven by stages 
to the grounds, stacked their guns in front of 
the platform with their banner laid across 
them. 


The exercises were opened with a short 


addiess by Gus. Katlike, the president of 
theVerein, and who was master of cere- 
monies. A prayer was given by Kev. f.e- 
muller, of Tacony, pastor of the Bristol 
German Lutheran Church, after which a 
number of selections were played by the 
Liberty Coiuot Band. 
During the music 


i he flag was run to the top of the pole, and 
at a given signal was unfurled by Miss Katie 
Seltzer and Lillie Sch ull, wearing a regalia 
of the national colors. 


The stiff breeze immediately straightened 


out the flag and spread broadcast hundreds 
of little flags which were held within. The 
members of the Guards then fired the custo- 
mary volley s over the (lag amid the cheers 
of the crowd. 


Hon. B. F. Gilkeson made an address 


upon the flag. He told what it represented, 
and in eloquent language depicted the dif- 
ferent thingi he saw within its folds as it 
floated over the building. He told how the 
foreigner gave up the emblem of his mother 
country for that of the land of his adoption, 
which he swore to protect, although the land 
of his birth was loved none the less. Mr. 
Gilkeson wa<i applauded many times during 
his remarks aud was cheered as he departed 
from the platform. 


Mr. Charles E. Scott, of II. Clay Beatly 


Post, was the next speaker. 
He told how 


the flag was protected in the army during 
the war, and when in danger of being cap- 
tured by the enemy how the soldiers cheered 
when it was brought to a place of safety. He 
proposed Unit three cheers be given the new 
flag as the old soldiers would give them. The 
crowd took the cue and three rousing cheers 
rent the air. 


Frank F. Scull, president of the Council, 


then ma le a lew remarks, and thanked the 
Verein for the hospitality extended ta the 
members of Council and the citizens of the 
borough on this occasion. The exercises 
were closed wilh remarks by the president, 
after which the invited guests adjourned to 
the interior of the building where a bounti- 
ful lunch was served.

Mr. Wanger then entered the hall and 


was received with great applause. His ad- 
dress was declaicd by those who have heard 
him on ninny occasions ^o be his best effort. 
He dwelt principally upon the necessity of 
united Republican activity this fall, pointing 
out the evils which follow Democratic sot- 
oess by illustrating the obstructions placed 
in the way of passing needed measures by 
the obstinacy and opposiiiou of the Derno- 
cralsin the Senate. 
He scored the Demo- 


crats unmercitully. Mr. Wauger declared 
he did not care who wus elected Senator 
fiom Pennsylvania so that he was a good, 
sound Republican.

A Royal Bengal Tiger KeiiC'lCverj' One on 
r 
Boitrd at Bay. 


An English nobleman was the owner 


of a superb royal Bengal tiger of size 
»nd appearance reiilly majestic. Not 
caring to hoop the creature longer, ho 
eold him for a largo price to tho famous 
zoological garden at Antwerp. Somo 
time afterward the director of the zoo 
received o frantic message from the cap- 
tain of ft ship which had just come into 
tho harbor, saying that ho had on board 
a tigor consigned to tho director, but 
that tho animal had several days before 
escaped from his cage and was at large 
on the dock. Tho captain had succeeded 
In getting a sort of barricade erected 
across tho deck, so that the sailors could 
go aloft and do otlie'7 necessary work, 
but the whoJo ship's company was un- 
der tho terror of tho animal. 


Tho director went with all haste to 


tho water Hide and saw in tho distance 
tlie ship, which was indeed bringing to 
him the splendid tiger of the British 
lord. But the tigor was in charge of tho 
flhip rather than the reverse. He could 
be seen pacing his deck in a superb and 
lordly way that indicated the conscious- 
ness of possession.

A long time 
was spent in ineffectual attempts to 
coax tho tigor into tho trap. Meantime 
tho t de rose, bringing the dock of the 
vessel almost up to tho level of the 
wharf. Tho crowd took to flight. In a 
few minutes tho boast conld easily leap 
ashore. Tho prospect of having a royal 
Bengal tiger loose in tho streets of Ant- 
werp caused tho police to warn tho di- 
reotor that -tho animal must sooii bo 
shot. 


Tho director was at his wits' end, but

"Tho tigor isn't hungry, but perhaps

CUBA'S SECOND CITY. 


SOME FEATURES OF SANTIAGO AND 


THE PROVINCE. 


Ilio Dwelling Houses Are Mostly One 


f-tory High — Largest Cathedral In the 
1 tlaud It In dfmtlago—Population Kum- 
1 orn 40,COO- Product* of the Country. 


Tho town of Santiago do Cuba, where 


OUT troops will land, is situated at one 
side of tho harbor and about six •miles 
from its entrance and overlooks it at 
th< widest part. Tlie entrance to tho 
hajbor is very narrow, not more than 
about 150 feet wide, and the channel is 
wi'iding until it reaches Punta Gorda, 
after which it widens into a beautiful 
ha bor. At one side of the entrance is 
M( .rro Oantle, a very old fort. '' Morro'' 
is a typical name given to all these 
coust fortresses. On tho opposite side of 
thi harbor is Socapa. The town of San- 
tiago is low, but rises as the ground 
slopes tip from tho coast toward some 
rai iges of hills. It was quite a business 
town before the war, and there are 
thi eo companies thero that have han- 
dle d a great deal of ore, one of them as 
mtich as 1,000 tons a day. 


Tho hou3es are mostly one story high 


on account of the liability to oarth- 
qu ikes, but there are some of two sto- 
ries. The dwelling houses are Biirronnd- 
ed by spacious verandas, which look on 
beautiful gardens filled with a wealth 
of gorgeous tropical flowers. Tho poiu- 
setlia, with its heads of brilhan* scar- 
let leaves which people in the north 
cherish in little flowerpots and in greeu- 
honHis, is there a largo tree, and other 
trees with their clusters of gaudy fra- 
griint flowers make these gardens a fairy 
sc<no. 


There nro various insects among tho 


flowers and mosquitoes innumerable, 
bu b none of tho insects nro poisonous 
There is a liirge spider about the size of 
on j's fist, whose bite produces a swell- 
ing and a slight fever, and a scorpion 
whose bite causes some irritation, but 
is not deadly. There lire no venomous 
reptiles in the island. There is ono 
enormous variety of boa, called the ma- 
ja, of immense strength. It is perfectly 
black, as thick as one's arm and capa- 
ble of swelling itself out to nearly five 
tunes its natural size and has a blood 
rod mouth—all of which sounds very 
alarming until you find out that he is a 
la.'/y follow and does not trouble himself 
about human beings, being satisfied 
with pigs and goats and even small 
game. There is a small suako called tho 
3ubo, and some other varieties, but they 
arn not venomous. 


The repose of the streets is not dis- 


turbed by tho rush of cable or trolley 
oais. 
The usual conveyance, the vo 


laiite, is a long bodied vehicle on two 
wheels. Tho town of Santiago is the BOO 
of tho archbishop and contains tho 
largest cathedral in the island, the Oa- 
th< dral of Nuestra Seuora de la Cariclacl 
do) Oobrc. Here is also the theological 
seminary of San Basilio. 


In this region IB tho highest land in 


Cuba. A mountain range called tho 
Moiitanos de Maestra or Cobre extends 
from tho Punta do Maiu, 011 the eastern 
extremity, to Cape Cruz, on the opposite 
side. Pico do Turqnino, the highest 
elevation, rises 7,670 feet above the 
octan. 
These mountains aro very lich 


in ore, and the Cobre copper mines, 
some 12 miles distant from the city, 
have yielded 50 tons a day, the higher 
grades being shipped to Europe and the 
inferior giades smelted at the mines. 
All this work has stopped since the war 
became serious. 
These mines were 


worked as early as ihe seventonth cen- 
tury and were then abandoned for mor« 
than 100 years Iron is also found theie, 
and gold and silver have been taken out, 
but not in sufficient quantities to make 
it profitable. 
However, none of these 


mines has yet been fully developed. 
Bituminous coal is found which gives 
out a high degree of heat and leaves 
scarcely any ashes or cinders. Near the 
coast it is often found in semiliquid 
masses resembling petroleum or naph- 
tha. 
There are some very extensive 


caves in these mountains, which have 
no^ or been thoroughly explored. 


There are forests of mahogany, Cu- 


ban ebony, cedar and other hard woods 
in this province, among them one called 
the quobra haoha, or ax breaker, and tha 
jucero, which does not even decay after 
long submersion. Tho ir\arqueterie work 
in the room occupied by Philip II of 
Spain, in tho Escunal, was made from 
the« woods, of which the Spaniards 
kuow the value, and they are exported 
fiom the island in large quantities. 


There are no wild animals, properly 


speiking, except wild dogs, which play 
ha^ oc in the poultry yards. A small 
animal called jutia that resembles a 
ooou and probably belongs to the same 
family is found in great numbers and 
has furnished many a good meal to the 
hungry Cuban soldiers, who trap it by 
the dozen. When oaten with a relish of 
garlic and onion, it is delicious—to 
those who like garlic. 


The city of Bayamo, in the western 


part of the province, was very important 
a century or more ago, and a great 
stronghold of tho insurgents—for thero 
have always been insurgents in Cuba. 
Bui of lato years business has moved to 
Santiago and other coast cities, and San- 
tiago now has about 45,000 inhabitants, 
while Bayamo has only 10,000. It waa 
a lawyer of Bayamo, Charles M. de Ces- 
pedos, who in 1868, at tho head of 128 
wretchedly armed men, rose in rebel- 
lion at Yara, and in a few weeks was 
at the head of 15,000 resolute though 
badly armed fighters. The"Hymnode 
Baj amo," tho revolutionary hymn of the 
Oulian patriots, originated in Bayamo. 
This was the "Marseillaise" to whose 
mu^io Maceo marched. Santiago de Cu- 
ba was the birthplace of the brothers 
Ma<.oo.—New York Evening Post.

ed of this, she was at once taken down 
siok, and as her husband's danger in- 
creased her condition became more seri- 
ous. 
Even after the battle of Manilla 


she did not improve, behoving that Cap- 
tain Hodgston was still in peril. Her 
physician finally took it upon himself 
to write to Captain Shoemaker of the 
revenue outter service informing him of 
tbo tacts in the case and telling him 
that trnloss Captain Hodgston was reliev- 
ed and ordered home he believed Mrs. 
Hodgston's life would be the forfeit. 
Under this statement of facts Captain 
Shoemaker considered it but right that 
Captain Hodgston should be relieved, 
and the order was consequently given. 
Captain Hodgston has not been inform- 
ed of his wife's illness and has no inti- 
ipation of the cause of his removal from 
h-S command.—St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.

PINKERTON IS TO HELP. 


Will Assist the Government Secret Service 


In Rnnning Down Spanish Spies. 


William A. Pinkerton, one of the 


principals of Pinkerton's National Bft- 
tective agency and a son of the famous 
detective and government spy, AJ'an 
Pinkerton, has been recently called mto 
the government secret service to hunt 
for Spanish spies. • 


When he went from Chicago, l£r. 


Pinkertou loft word that he would be 
back in two weeks, but his friends say 
he" expects to be absent much longer 
than that, and that the time of his re 
turn depends entirely on his success in 
running down a coterie of Spanish spies 
and plotters who have been hampering 
the work of the niavy department. Some 
of these conspirators are thought to be 
in the United States government service 
at Washington, and it is supposed Mr, 
Pinkerton will devote himself and some 
oi his trustiest men to unearthing these 
traitors. It is exactly the same work 
which Allan Pinkerton was given by 
President Lincoln at the outbreak of 
the rebellion. 


No one would talk of Mr. Pinkerton's 


whereabouts at the headquarters of the 
Pinkerton National Detective agency at 
Chicago the other day further than to 
say he was out of the city. In fact, il 
•was said Mr. Pinkerton had not mode a 
confidant of any one about the agency, 
and his subordinates were as much in 
the dark regarding his movemeat»*j>il 
was intended the public should be. Al 
the same time that Mr. Pinkerton left 
Chicago it is said that a number of the 
trustiest detectives of the agency made 
preparations to leave also, and that 
they have been dropping out of the city 
in various directions since their chief's 
arrival in Washington, presumably to 
work under his direction. Most of the 
task of ferreting out the Spanish con- 
spirators will of course be left to these 
men, but Mr. Pinkerton will have the 
charge of the hunt.—Chicago Tribune. 


DRAMAS IN MANILLA. 


When the Flay Pleases, a Whole Scene 


Will Be Repeated. 


The people at Manilla have the 


fondness of -Spanish countries for excit- 
ing sports. The old theater, which seats 
about 1,500 people, is nearly always 
filled. It pays the Spanish government 
n revenue of about $5,000 a year. Some- 
times an opera or theatrical company 
will come there from Pans or I*Kb 
and play seven nights in the week for 
months at a time. Operas with a lot of 
buffoonery and a lot of desperate vil 
lains are immensely popular in Manilla, 
and dramas in which there is a vein of 
immorality will draw for weeks. 


While the play proceeds boys go 


about the theater vending cigars and 
sweetmeats. Often a cloud of tobacco 
smoke obscures the stage at the close of 
an evening. When the play pleases, a 
whole scene -will be repeated. I once 
attended an opening night of a new 
Spanish drama, and the audience cheer- 
ed so lustily that the whole first scene 
was repeated twice before the second 
came on. There are some marvelous in- 
congruities in the drama there, but the 
audience enters so enthusiastically into 
the plot that thero is no chance for such 
trifling criticism. I saw a play last year 
in which a Boman soldier shot the vil- 
lain to death in a room where there 
•were curtains and glass window panes. 
—New York Srm. 


NAVAL OFFICERS/ 


Only • Few of Them Were Appointed 


From Southern States. 


The southern states will be in exceed- 


ing good luck if "they succeed in getting 
a naval hero out of the present war. 
This fact does not result from any lack 
of heroism in southern blood, bud 1* 
merely an incident of the civil war. 
Nearly all the officers of the navy in the 
higher grades now were in service dur* 
ing tho civil war. Naturally but few of 
those who staid in the service of the 
United States at that time were ap- 
pointed from states south of Mason and 
Dixon's line. These are the officers who 
are now in important places of com- 
mand and the ones in positions to make 
great names as naval commanders. 


Acting Admiral Dewey is a Ver- 


monter, and Captain Sampson, who 
may be proclaimed a great hero any day 
if he has the good fortuno to meet the 
Spanish fleet, was appointed from New 
York It so happens that Bear Admiral 
Kirkland, who heads the list ofoEticers 
of his grade, was appointed from North 
Carolina, while Rear Admiral Mat- 
thews, the last on the list, was appoint- 
ed from Missouri. Only one .commodore 
was appointed from a southern state, 
and that was a state on the border 
where there was a tremendous Union 
sentiment. 
Of the 45 captains in the 


navy only three are from southern states, 
they all being from the border state of 
Kentucky. There are 85 commanders in 
the navy. Two of them were appointed 
from Virginia, four from Kentucky 'and 
three from Missouri. The others are all 
from northern or western states. There 
ore 74 lieutenant commanders, all from 
states north of Mason and Dixon's line 
except two from Missouri, one from 
South Carolina, one from Kentucky and 
one from Mississippi The present grade 
of lieutenant is made up of men who 
entered the service after the close of the 
war, 
and they were appointed from all 


parts of the Onion, as were all the low- 
er grades.—Washington StaJ^tsfl.'!
